The Wislatiire of 1913 appropriated .30,000 to be used under

direction of the state live stock sanitary board, or as much thereof as

miirlit be needed for the prosecution of their work during the two
years for which the appropriation was made. This is at the rale of
$15,000 per year, meagre sum considering the amount of work to
be accomplished. We believe The Herald voices the opinion of every
man who has given the matter careful attention when we say that the
value to the state as whole exceeds, by several limes at least, the
amount appropriated.

While the state stock sanitary board has done well with the
amount appropriated for their use, there has been constant danger of
emergencies arising that would cripple the board in its work with
iVin nnnronriation limited to 30.000 for the biennium. With the
means of prevention and stamping out of contagious diseases inade
ouate. an epidemic anion e the live stock of the state would soon wipe
out enough property value to mount not only into thousands of dol
lars but the hundreds of thousands.

A larger appropriation ought to be made for the work of the
state live stock sanitary board, in order that the scope of its work
may be enlarged and possible emergencies met without unnecessary
loss. The appropriation ought to be at least doubled for that pur
pose. If the entire amount should not be needed, the surplus will re
main in the treasury: but to put this work on a safe and most effiei
cnt basis, the appropriation should be not less than $60,000 for the
next two years. Now the time for persons who are interested in

matter to bestir themselves.
There will probably be some members of the incoming legisla

ture who will wish to make a record as "watch dogs of the treas
ury," and for that reason oppose an increase in this appropriation

. The Herald has no criticism to offer upon legislators for trying to
protect taxpayers from needless burden of taxation, but this ought

to be done by needlessly crippling an important arm of the pub
lic service. It seems that some political sinecures may be found
some offices or expenses that can be eliminated without detriment
and thus a saving made sufficient to cover the increase in appropria
tions for those departments of the state administration needing more
money to increase or insure efficiency.

Legislators usually defer to the wishes of their constituents. We
recommend that readers of this paper who are interested in this im
portant matter write the state senators and representatives from
their respective districts requesting that they work and vote for an
appropriation of $30,000 for the work of the state stock sanitary
board for 1915 and 1916. Do it now. If you wish to help this mat
ter along, word now may be worth more than good many words
after the legislature shall convened. And while are writ
ing will not be amiss to drop the governor a line, expressing your
views and wishes.
